To regulate the Qualification of Persons holding the Office 
of Coroner in Ireland.

1 of an Estate sufficient to maintain the dignity of the office, and to 

answer all demands which might be made upon them for misbehaviour : 

And whereas for many years past the Office of Coroner, in Ireland , 
has been suffered to fall into disrepute, and get into low and indigent 
hands ; 

FOR Remedy whereof, 515$ ft $nattcD by The KING’S most Qualification 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent or the Corns 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, THAT from and after 
the passing of this Act, no Person shall be capable of being elected or 
^ chosen to the office of Coroner, for any County in Ireland , who shall not 
have an Estate of Inheritance of the annual value of 
pounds, or an Estate of Freehold for his own life, or the life or lives of 
some other person or persons, either at law or in equity, to and for his 
own use and benefit, of or in Lands, tenements or hereditaments, over and 
above what will satisfy and clear all incumbrances that may affect the 
same, lying and being within the County for which such person shall be 
elected or chosen Coroner, of the annual value of pounds ; 

and if any person who shall be elected or chosen to serve the office of 
Coroner in Ireland shall not, at the time of such election, be seised of or 
3 entitled to such an Estate, in Lands, tenements or hereditaments, as is 
hereinbefore required, such election shall be void. 

Provided always, and it is hereby Enacted, That every person, who Candidat^t^v 
from and after the passing of this Act, shall appear as a Candidate, or shall take an oath. 
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by himself, ov any others, be. proposed to be elected to serve the office of 
Coroner for any county as aforesaid, shall be and he is hereby enjoined 
and required to take a corporal Oath, in the form or to the effect 
following : 

Oath of Qua- “ I, A. B. do swear, That I truly and bona fide have such an 

“ Estate, in law or equity, to and for my own use and benefit, 

“ of or in Lands, tenements or hereditaments, over and above 
“ what will satisfy and clear all incumbrances that may affect 3 
“ the same, of the annual value of Pounds, or 

“ Pounds, [as the case may be] as doth qualify 

“ me to be elected and chosen to serve the office of Coroner for 
“ the county of according to the tenor and 

“ meaning of an Act, passed in the third year of the reign of 
“ His present Majesty, intituled, ‘ An Act to regulate the Qua- 
“ lification of Persons holding the Office of Coroner in Ireland 
“ and that my said Lands, tenements or hereditaments, are lying 
“ or being in the parish of 

“ in the barony of and county aforesaid.” 



And be it further Enacted, That the Oath aforesaid shall and may be 
administered by the Sheriff or Under Sheriff for any such county as 
aforesaid, to whom it shall appertain to take the poll at such election for 
a Coroner for the same county; and the said Sheriff or Under Sheriff 
who shall administer the said oath, is hereby required to certify the same, 
together with and as a Schedule to the writ under and by virtue of which 
such election of a Coroner shall be made, into the' High court of Chancery 
in Ireland ; and if any candidate, or person proposed to be elected 
Coroner as aforesaid, shall refuse to take the oath hereby required, then 
the said Sheriff or Under Sheriff shall not take any poll for, or return such 4 
candidate or person as a Coroner for the said county. 

Present And be it further Enacted, That all and each and every person and

.qualify. persons heretotore elected and now serving the office ol Coroner lor any 

county in Ireland shall, within months from the passing of this 

Act, lake a corporal Oath, in the form or to the effect aforesaid, before 
any or more Justices of the peace in and for the county for 

which he or they has or have been chosen Coroner or Coroners, and who 
are hereby authorized and required to administer such oath, and shall 
cause the same to be filed with the Clerk of the Hanaper in the court of 
Chancery in Ireland ; and in default thereof, from and after the expira- 
tion of the said term of months, all and every Coroner who 

shall decline or omit to make and file such affidavit, shall thenceforth be 
deemed considered and taken to be absolutely removed from the office 
of Coroner, and disqualified from executing any of the duties thereof.

And be it further Enacted, That no Writ or Process, in any civil suit in what cue* 
or action, shall in any case be awarded to any Coroner in Ireland , 'S St nSf 
except in cases in which the Sheriff to whom such process should be to be awarded 
awarded shall be interested in the suit, or shall be of kindred either to t0 oroner * 
the plaintiff or defendant ; any law usage or custom to the contrary 
in anywise notwithstanding. 



And be it further Enacted, That if any Coroner in Ireland, shall, punishing 
from and after the passing of this Act, he lawfully convicted of Ex- 
tortion, or wilful neglect of duty, or misdemeanor in his office, it shall Extortion, 
he lawful for the Court before whom he shall be so convicted, to ad- 
judge that he shall he removed from his office ; and thereupon a writ 
shall issue, removing him from his office, and electing another Coroner 
in his stead. 



And he it further Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for any person Regulating 
to vote at any election for a Coroner in Ireland, who shall not at the 
time at which he shall tender his said vote, he seised and possessed of tion of a 
a Freehold, consisting of lands and tenements situate lying and being in Co,<m< ' 1 ’ 
the county for which such election for a Coroner shall he holden, of the 
clear yearly value of Fifty Pounds sterling at the least ; nor for such per- 
son, unless he shall heretofore have duly registered his said freehold, in 
such manner as by law such freehold should be registered in, or to entitle 
the person seised thereof, to vote at an election for a member to serve in 
Parliament. 



And ho it further Enacted, That nothing herein contained shall. extend, Act not to 
nr he deemed construed or taken to extend, to any Coroner to he elected, extend to ,.
